Notes: Through the writ, Pacheco and Portocarrero, founders and supporters of Our Lady of the Sarral, are granted 
exclusive burial rights for themselves and their descendants in its chapel (with an exception only for King Henry IV), 
with perpetual daily masses to be said for their souls and with an anniversary service to be observed on the day of 
St. James.
